Murphy said tha’, ia view of the fact that the 
preseut Administration of the Government of 
the United -tates is in its last days, aud as the 
matter treated of was of great importance to the 
peopde ol this State and of the United states, he 
desired to ofler a concurrent resolution. 
Permission w as granted, aud Murphy intro­ 
duced a concurrent resolution, setting forth 
that whereas the Chamberof Commerce of San

- Kcmlvtd, By the Senate, the Assembly con­ 
curring, that the Senators of the State of Cali­ 
fornia in the United States Senate be instructed 
to request the Seuate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairsao report the bill back at the earliest pos­ 
sible moment, and to use their influence to 
secure the passage of theddil. 
In moving the adoption of the resolution Mur­ 
phy said that the resolution correctly recited 
the facts with reference to having Adaiiral 
Farragut's flagship repaired. He briefly recited 
the history of the bill before Congress, and said 
that if the British Govemmeul could afford to 
E reserve Neis >n’s flagship for more than one 
□ndred years, he could not see why America 
should not preserve Admiiai Farragut'sttaghip. 
It ha 1 been i aid by : euator Hale that it was all 
sentiment. Even takiug that view of it, the 
Hartford ought to be preserved. He was assured 
by high naval officers that ti e Hartford, if re­ 
paired, would t«e a v.rv valuable ship for at 
least ten years.

Among them 
were • everal of tbe present Commissioners of 
the valley and many of the ex Commissioners, 
some of whom served years ago. There were 
present from the Examiner, Messrs. Arthur Mc- 
Kwen. E \V. Townsend and Allan Kelly. 
There were present of the committee Chair­ 
man Meany and Senators Boggs, Byrnes, Rot b, 
Fras.-r, Hami.l and White, 
ilie Chair stated 
that there were a great many witnesses present 
vvho were a long i\ ay from home and anxious 
to get away. He hoped, therefore, that the busi­ 
ness would be proceeded with as rapidly as 
possible. The clerk called over a list of nearly 
a hundred names of persons who had t en 
summoned, a laige prujionion of whom an­ 
swered to their names. 
The Chairman suggested that S. M. White con­ 
duct ihe examination 
White suggesied that Robinson he allowed to 
call on those who could testify to the cuarvcs, 
and he ho; ed tbe strongest testimony would be 
introduced first. 
Meany suggested that Robiuson be called first, 
as he was the complaining witness, but to this 
Wtiire objected, aud said that he wanted Robin 
son to be reserved for the close. 
“ John C-onway, of Cold Springs, Mariposa coun­ 
ty, said that he first visited the valley in 1861k 
He had been a trail builder in the valley, aud 
had trouble with the management. TheV haa 
misrepresented the Talley to tourists fot the 
purjiose of iuducing people to go to some points 
of interest aud not to others. This Rad been 
done for the purpose of depriving him of the 
benefits of his snddle-train. This Rad not bee-­ 
done for the fast three years. At ihat time (hcy 


boughf out hut svddle-lrain, and he knew noth­ 
ing about it since. He 8aid tbe state's agc-ut 
had committed an act of misdeiaeanor iu tear­ 
ing dow n his t<*R-gate, and he had him ar­ 
rested. This was Avne by authority of Guardian 
Huichingsand approved of by the Commission­ 
ers. The Commissioners had f-cbí t the eoUee- 
l ton of ¡olio ou trail*, and he maintained a toll- 
gate, and they tore it down. H r afterwards 
soid out his claim to them, took their money 
and quit business. He did not know anything 
abora the act* of the present Commissioner* 
He sold out during Governor Stoneman’s ad­ 
ministration. 
In answer to questions by Colonel J. P. Jadk- 
son, a member of the Boaid of Commissioners 
at tte tirae of events related by the witness, he 
admitted that he went before the Commission­ 
ers tn regard to tbe sale of his trails. He eonld 
not remember that tbe meeting had declared 
all trails free to all tourists. 
White was evidently disgusted at the testi­ 
mony so far elicited, and moved that the in­ 
quiry be limited to tbe acts ot the present Com­ 
missioners. To this there was objection, and 
1\ bite witbdre w the motion, aud asked Robin­ 
son to call some witnesses who knewcomethiuc: 
Robinson replied th at he 
had made the 
charges on hi* best knowledge aud belief, and 
if the witnesses’ testimony would not suppoit 
them it was not his fault. 
A. Harris was called and testified that he 
went iu the valley in 1876, and remained until a 
year ago iast October. Be had a lease and 
earned on farming, the livery business and 
furnishing tourist*. When his leuse run out 
the Commissioners would not give him a new 
lease. He was driven out of the valley because 
he fed some hungry peoole. 
Judges Bunt, 
Maguire, Lawler aud Joachimson canie t here iu 
bad weather and he fed them aud Dr. May. one 
of the commissioners came to him and told him 
that lor this he must leave the vallev, as lie was 
keeping a boarding house. He submitted the 
proposition, dated March, 3885, which he made 
to tne Board for a ten-year lease aud which was 
•rejected. Lidig kept one of the best hotels 
in the valley, and tne Commissioners --histed" 
him out the same as they had the witness. 
He 
detailed a conversation which he said he over­ 
heard between Dr. May aud Cook, the keepei of 
the Stouemau House, id which the former had 
advised the latter to "bulMoze” L A g, buy him 
out, run the stages by h m or get riu of him in 
some way. subsequently Lidig sold ou! to Cook. 
William H. Mills conducted the examination 
ou behalf of the Commissioners. In answer to 
his questions, on cross c xamf nation witness said 
that ne could not toll the date ou which he gave 
the Judges their breakfast. Immediately after 
that he lost the saddle trains, but he bad*a per­ 
m it for another year alter Ihat. For the privi 
lege of that year he bid Í450. Sprague bid 3750 
and another ill n bid t i 0, but Be got the per­ 
m it through the intt-rpoi-Uioii ot Mr. Mills. The 
latter made a ipeech id tbe Board, toiling them 
why witness ought to have it ior another year 
ou the ground that he had spent a good deal of 
money ihere. The next year Mr. Mills was on 
ihe other side aud opposed giving him the priv­ 
ilege. He nsseited that the Commissioners held 
meetings with closed doors. Cofl'raan, Kinny 
and Wash burn liad a monopoly- oi the whole 
valley. He criticised ibe acts of the Commis­ 
sioners In genera!. 
Iu uusw tr to a question by Roth, he admitted 
that be applied to the Commissioners for an ex­ 
clusive privilege. 
Answering questions by Meany he admitted 
that he had been a partner with Kenny in ihe 
sadd e train business and divided the profits 
with him. 
In reply to further questions by Mr. Mills he 
was sure that exclusive privileges existed, but 
he could not prove it. He aumitted that he 
never read one or tbe leases and did not know 
that there was auy clause grantiugan exclusive 
privilege. The partnerships were*siieul. 
Ou direct examination he u-stiliecl that the 
Commis-iouera had built a number of buildings 
for Coffman and Kenny, but he now stated that 
he did not know who bui.t the buildings. 
Judge J. G. Maguire testified Ihat he was 
camping in the valley with Judges 
Hunt, 
Joachimson and Lawler, aud took breakfast at 
Harris’ home. They liad been purchasing pro­ 
visions of Harris a»d did not anow that they 
were violating any rules. Harris hud only- 
charged one dollar for the three meais. This 
was early in June. 188Ó. He spoke highly of 
Mr. Dennison, the Guardian, and of the treat­ 
ment he received from Harris. Thought the 
former recommended them to the latter. Ha-ris 
then complained to iliem ot not being tremed 
right by the Commissioners. 
Judge Hunt, of San Francisco, testified the 
same as the former witness, except that he said 
he thought Judge Maguire exhibited j.oor taste 
iu leaTing their own cook to go to Harris. Deu- 
uison knew o! their dealings with Harris and 
the latter knew that Dennison was cognizant of 
them. 
Judge Joaciiimsou confirmed the statement of 
the other Judge*. 
E. W. Tow nsend. Business Manager of the 
Krami-ner, testified that he read the charges in 
the paper and knew nothing of them except 
what had been told him by the Managing 
Editor. He bad visited the vallev but »avv 
nothing there to critici-e in the management. 
, Answering a question by Mr Milis, lie said 
that he could not tell who gave llie information 
which formed the basis of llie charges. 
Arthur Mekwen, Managing Editor of the Ex­ 
aminer, said he knew nothing about the m an­ 
agement of tbe valley except what had been 
told him and published. 
Mr. Mill* stated that it had been said in some 
quarters that he had furnished some informa­ 
tion to the Examiner. He therefore asked wit- 
uois i' tie had ever given him any information. 
He replied that he had not. On* the contrary, 
the paper had published a statement that Mr. 
Mil s had not furnished the Exan inrr any in­ 
formation, in contradiction of a statement pub­ 
lished iu some other paper. 
Fred. Lidig said that he sold out his hotel be­ 
cause he couid L o t compete with the Htoneman 
House and because he could not get a lease. 
The commissioners had giveu his wife notice 
that tie must not enter into a pool or combina­ 
tion w ith another hotel. He had the lease of a 
£asturc theie, which was taken awav from him 
ec-HUsc he violated the lease by sub-lt-tting it. 
Answering questions by Meany he said he had 
paid rent for two y ears, but admitted that he 
nad paid no rent while Meany was a Commis­ 
sioner. He went hack to 1869[ when he took u 
lease at the annual rental of 3125, but it was un­ 
derstood that he was not to pay any mont-v but 
was to put improvements oil it. He did not 
claim that the' Commissioners had ever imposed 
upon him. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Mills, he said that he 
deeded the place to the State. Be- paid no re-ut 
for eight years 
The lease was iu the name of 
his wife, and that was why the notice was 
served ou her. This occurred under Governor 
Ha'glit's administration. He said that Judge 
Grant wa* mistaken when he testified that lie 
had been compelled to pay the -dage company 
31 for every pa-senger b ought to hiui. He w as 
in a comb i alion with Cook, another hotel 
keeper, by which the former closed his hotel 
and he paid him SI for each customer. 'Uiisw as 
without the know ledge of the lommissioners. 
Galen Clark testified that he had made appli­ 
cation for saddle train privileges, which lie 
got, but he did not avail himseil ol any saddle- 
train privilege because 
he 
had 
ño place 
to keep hoises and no horses io keep. Commis­ 
sioners Chapman and Griffith liad advised him 
not to combine with some other saddle train­ 
men. The latter had advised him to apply for 
the privilege. 
He was Postmaster and had a 
privilege to drive a wagon, but was not per 
mitted to allow any other person to drive it. 
Next year he li/d a permit to use as many car­ 
riage* or saddle-horses as he wished, but he did 
not use them. 
lie had an airangcmeut with 
Coffman and Kenny to w ork for them and did not 
use Iiis privilege. This was not because of any 
action of the Commissioners. 
He thought too 
much of the valley was fenced. The main cut­ 
ting of trees in the valley had tieen a matter of 
necessity. He thought a few trees had been cut 
that ought not to have been, but in other direc­ 
tions lie though there ought to be a great deal 
more cut. 
The cutting of the trees near tlie 
Stouemau House was a necessary- precaution. 
Hutchings had cut more limber than anyone 
else in the valley.. 
Mark L. McCord, the Guardian of the valley, 
said that he h»d been in the discharge of the 
duttesof that office since September. 1887. He 
knew of no misappropria-ion of the fund* of 
the State in the valley. He was the executive 
arm of the valley. He knew of no favoritism 
to anyone in the valley. Such favoritism could 
not lie effected excel t through him. No Com­ 
missioner had ever asked him to favor any 
privilege holder. 
He examined all horses and 
removed all uufit horses. The bridges bad 
been economically built. There was no favor­ 
itism shown in letting contracto. 
According to Professor Whitiiey’ssnrvev, there 
were ovtou acres in the grant: 8.480 acres iu 
the valley, 5.It9 acres of which could be made 
meadow land. 
There was now only about 
three or four hundred acres of meadow laud. 
This was because ot the rapid grow th of llie 
underbrush which was contm ual'y encroach­ 
ing upon 
the meadow 1-nd. If this was 
not cut 
down it would soon 
cover 
the 
whole 
valley. 
A gentleman named 
Fisk 
took 
some 
pictures 
in 
the 
valley, 
one 
or two of which were published in a paper. 
The buildings constructed there were necessary 
for the proper use of the valley: they were or- 
derej by the Commissioners and were economi­ 
cally built. The old hotels torn down were nut 
fit for use lor hotel.*. There was now- plenty ot 
hotel accommodations, as the Stouemau House 
could accommodate more than all of the old 
hotels. He had been present at t e meeting of 
the old 
Board 
when the hotels were or­ 
dered taken down. 
They were 
unsightly 
and 
presented 
a 
degraded 
appearance. 
T he State lost nothing by the destruction of 
those buildings. The trails were in as good if 
not better condition than ever before. 
No 
member of the Commission had ever asked 
him to do anything which he considered out 
of the way as a business prop sition. There 
was nothing crooked about their actions so far 
as he knew. Tbe fences iu the vallev did not 
obstruct the use of tbe valley for driving. 
A 
man could drive thirty miles in the valley with­ 
out getting out of hi3 wagon. 
Ex-Commissioner J. M. Griffith, of Los An- 
ge es, testified that he was a member of the 
-Commission when the Slontm&n House was 
built. 
He had tried to impress upon Galen i 
Clark that it would not be proper for him to get 
a privilege for the purpose of entering a pool or 
combination. 
He thought the Commissioners 
were entitled to a great deal ol credit for their 
management of the valley. Be did not think 


said that he thought pessibl? the valley might 
be managed better: but it wii* a very difficult 
place to msuage. When Hutchings was Guard­ 
ian, he tliougpt he overstepped iris authority in 
preventing people from driving friends around 
the valley. When the C* mmissior^r* found it 
out they reprimanded him 
He thought that 
sometime* the Executive Committee took too 
much authontv upon itself. They ait worked 
to the best interests of the State to the best of 
their judgment. They never got sufficient money 
back to pay their expenses. 
Answeriug Mr. Meany, he said that at the 
time lie was a member oi the Commission-it was 
decided to cut ont the utiderbiush. 
In answer to Mr. Koth, he said that white he 
wrst knew the valley there was agooddcul of 
meadow land. IF the vallev w as icft to itself it 
would soou grow up to a wilderness cf umier- 
brush. There was a wide difference of opin­ 
ion» among tourists as to whether the valley 
woidd he more beautiful if overgrown wiih 
brush »ban when cleared up. 
Mis» Esther H arris testified to hearing thr* 
convtTsaticu between Dr. May aud Mr. Cook 
subatamiaily as her father, n former witness, 
had doue. :iome people thought the manage 
meut of the valley was good, nnd others thought 
the other way. There was a groat deal of grum­ 
bling iu the valley, but trom alt she bad heard 
ot the testiauooy the concluded thev were ail 
satisfied now. 
Dr. Briggs.'another ex-Commissioner, said he 
knew of no tctrayal of trust by the t’ommi-- 
stou. There had always been differences of 
opinion as to the best way to manage it. No ex­ 
clusive privilege* were granted, in the strict 
sense. Those who were given privileges were 
compelled to enter into agreements to remain 
during the season, aud those who did not enter 
into those agreements were not granted privi­ 
lege* 
Before the present rule was adopted two 
or three privileges were granted for the same 
thing, and they wooi-l sell out to each other. 
Colonel J. R. Jackson, another ex-Commis- 
siouer, gave a history ot his connection wfill the 
valley trom 1871-until he went out of office. At 
that time the public had nothing like so much 
liberty in the valley as at present. Hoexpiained 
the object of building the Anderson trail, w hich 
was done >-jr order of the Executive Committee 
end reported to the Commissioners at their next 
meeting 
He considered it the most important 
trail m the valley, and said it would be com­ 
pleted tome day. It was designed to reach 
\ern al 
and 
Nevada 
Falls 
without 
going 
over 
dangerous 
trait?. 
He 
con 
firmed the tes im-.ny cf the last witness in 
regard to bow persons retting privileges would 
combine to rob the public. He explained the 
present system and held that it was managed 
to the best interest* of the Mate. He thought 
ihe stage service excellent. 
H- found that 
w-heu he became Commissioner his views had 
changed muteria’iy when lie tieeaine thorough 
ly acquainted with the valley, and this had 
been the experience of all the Commissioners. 
A man w h o 'ailed to get privileges naturally 
talked about the Commission and made com­ 
plaints. 
If 
a 
man 
had a poor 
stage 
liuc he could not see why people would patron­ 
ize a good one and he thought the hitter was 
favored hv the Commissioners. He had re­ 
signed. but had been persuaded by Governor 
I’erkios to remain. 
Mr. Mills stated that he had sent in his resig­ 
nation to Governor Stoucnirtii, and it had not 
tieen accepted, auei his resignation was also in 
the haud* of the present Governor, but had not 
been accepted 
The only 
benefit lie ever 
derived from the position was being exempted 
from jury duty. 
The Commissioners adjourned to meet this 
evening at 7:30. 


A S S E M B L Y T 03E M ir£ INVESTIG A! ION 


The Assembly Committee on Yosemite Vallev 
and Mari osa Grove of Big Trees met at 8 
o'clock last evening iu Room 17, to continue 
their investigation oi the charges agaiust the 
management of the valley heretofore pub­ 
lished. There were present of the committee 
Mesáis. Rundel!, Gardner, Hook, Tullocli, Craw­ 
ford and Tully. 
George harnea, of Tuolumne countv, was 
cross-examined by Senator Goucher on the tes­ 
timony given at the last meeting. Witness re­ 
membered that in June, 1887, Goucher had in­ 
troduced a resolution in the Board of Commis­ 
sioners providing an increase of pay for the 
workmen employed iu the valley. The amount 
due witness w-as S '4, which he was not paid 
until June, 1888. Goucher had expressed sur­ 
prise that it had not been paid. At the meeting 
of the Commissioners in Juue. 1888, thev azain 
ordered it paid. Witness did not know’ w-liv it 
had not been paid sooner. 
The next witness was Fred Brightman, ot 
Mariposa, who had first gone into the vallev in '67 
o r '6*. • The Commissioners at that time, "whose 
names he remembered, were Messers. Raymond, 
Arnes, 
Madden, 
Ashburner 
and Governor 
Haight. Had a talk at one time about the lease 
of a barn of Washburu’s. 
Did net know 
whether the proprietors of saddle-trains were 
payiug for ¡eases in IS70, when witness went 
out oi the business. 
When Hutchings and 
others turned out their horses thev ran at large, 
as did all other stock iu the valley. Washburn 
had foity head. They all had to buy some hay 
at times. 
An inclosed meadow was taken away from 
Leidig four years ago 
Some one tore down llie 
fences and ihe stock got in. Mrs. Leidig had 
said if she leased it to Coffman A Kiuuev it 
would tnrow her out of the claim. Tenants or 
lessees were not allowed to sub-let. It looked 
as if Coffman A Kinney and Washburn had 
formed a riug with the Commissioners. Leidig 
had liad to ciose his hotei, and Bernard would 
soon have to do so. 
Goucher asked lor names of those who as­ 
serted there was a "rlug.” 
Witness said it w-as common talk, but that he 
was uu&ble to name anybody. 
However, he 
thought it looked as ii the Commissioners 
favored the saddle train proprietors. 
Leidig 
had to close up because the Commissioners 
favored Cook aud others more than -tliev did 
him. Dili not know w hether leidig sold out 
voluntarily or not. 
In answer to questions by Mr. Tulloch. wit­ 
ness said he hail been in the valley taking 
items, and felt as if be had been pretiv nearlv 
"run out” of the valley on that account. He 
had put ill two applications for leases, but e-ot 
neither. 
This was previous to 1880. 
The 
Leioigs felt as if they had been kicked out. 
They could get no privileges, and could not 
make a living in the valley. 
Thought their 
loss ot business was due to favors shown bv the 
Commissioners to others, aud denied to them. 
Angelo Cavagnero, storekeeper in the valley, 
testified, through an interpreter, that last vear 
the Commissioners tried to drive trim out of 
there- and give his business to Mr. Cook. His 
business had been with campers, hut the trade 
had lately pone to the new hotel. 
In answer to Mr. Crawford*, witness stated 
that lie he had been driven out by loss o i't ade. 
He could not sell ou: his property and improve­ 
ments 
Did not know whether settl.-rs ex­ 
pected to be bought out or kicked out. Did not 
have a Lase. W as told it was not necessary to 
have one. He had paid fit! a year rent to tlie 
Guardian. If the bridges had not been put 
across the river, his trade would have been as 
good as before, but now the campéis found it 
better to go to Cook’*. 
E x-ais mblyman W iliam G. Loug, of Jack­ 
sonville, Tuolumne county, ha t not been in the 
valley since l»7d. 
Did not know t.n--thing 
ahout the charges again-.: the Commissioner*, 
except that one of them, Rev. Mr. Briggs, had 
been aeeured of taking a team of muies. 
In reply to quest! n by Rundel!, wime-s said 
he h ad not heard that Goucher had carried off 
a mill. 
Challes Anderron testified that his brother, 
now deceased, had worked 222 days building a 
trail. »t $5 a day, but it had not been paid yet. 
Did not know \v net nor his brother ever tried to 
collect it or nor. Tne claim was put ia the 
hands of Goucher. but he did not know if it 
had been collected or not. in answer to ques­ 
tions by Tally, witness said Goucher told him 
he had not been able to collect the claim from 
the Commissioner*, but had said that if he was 
elected to the Legislature he would try to get it 
there 
Goucher took the stand and explained that 
when he took the claim Ee was not a n,ember 
of the Commission, but acting as a private indi 
vidual. 
. 
George E. fipraguc, of Groveland, had ?een 
considerable timber cut in the valley and some 
houses tom down. Some valuable trees ha 1 
been destroyed about the Stonem*n House and 
also at the falls. He thought the cutting of 
some of llie trees was nniieeessarv and an in­ 
jury to the valley. Some were cut down because 
they were unsightly. If the fences were re 
moved from srouud the meadow* there would 
be plenty of feed during the season, aud calm­ 
er a w u il not oe compelled to pay two cents a 
pound for hay. 
Major Ben C. Trumau put in an aprearanee 
before the committee, but was excused for the 
rest of the week. 
At 11 o’clock the committee aljourned until 
7:30 this evening.

An old man by the nam e of Neely A n­ 
derson, a Swede, lives near Franklin. For 
m any years two other Swedes, John Olsen 
and N. Neilsen, lived with him . Anderson 
bad some $1,200 in coin, w hich he had se­ 
creted in the chim ney, and no one except 
bis two im pecunious’ friends knew of its 
whereabout?. 
Yesterday Anderson found 
bis money was gone. 
His two friends bad 
also disappeared. They were both found 
at the nearest gin m ill drunk as lords and 
pockets lull of twenties. H e swote out 
w arrants for their arrest.

T h e Q u estion of S ew erage A g a in to th e 
I'ront—K aitroad F ra n ch ises. 
The Board of City Trustees m et as usual 
yesterday morniDg, all present. The report 
of the Chief Engineer of the W aterworks 
showed that during the past week 19.897,250 
gallons of water had been pumped, the 
C. P. pum p having been used 12 hours and 
the H olly 150. There were present quite a 
large num ber of citizens, all having busi­ 
ness of no little importance. 
A petition was presented, signed by eighty 
residents or property-owners in the vicinity 
of Seventeenth and II streets, setting forth 
that the drainage canal running along 
Seventeenth street from R to Y is not 
covered over and that in sum m er time the 
water would become stagnant, and be in ­ 
jurious to the health of persons living in 
that portion of the city. 
Matt. F. Johnson addressed the Board in 
regard to the matter, and urged that some 
means be employed so that during the 
coming sum m er the nuisance would be 
abated. 
Mayor Gregory stated that the Board bad 
the subject under consideration several 
m onths ago, hut owing to the lack of 
necessary funds nothing could be done in 
the matter. 
However, that would be 
remedied when the tax levy was made. 
The petition was placed cn file and will he 
considered in a few weeks. 
A petition signed 
by a m ajority of 
property-owners on the alley between Sixth 
and Seventh, J and K streets, was received, 
asking permission of the Board to lay an 
artificial walk in the alley. The m atter 
was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
G J. Cross asked permission to construct 
a sidewalk on Y' street in front of his lots 
in’ H ighland Park, and the Street Com­ 
missioner will look into the matter.

improving 
Twelfth street, from B to H, was received, 
and the excess of property owners against 
grading being 2,313 feet, the intended im ­ 
provement will undoubtedly have to be 
given up, and that street will shortly cease 
to be a thoroughfare.

E K. Alsip appeared before the Board, 
and stated that in behaif of the Central 
Street Railway Company he wished to 
withdraw bis request for all franchises, ex­ 
cepting that one granting him the right to 
lav a track on Fifteenth street, from J to 
M, on J, from Fifteenth to Twentv-eiehth, 
and Twenty-eighth, from J to M. The m at­ 
ter was taken under consideration. 
R. S. Carey stated that under the con­ 
ditions which the Board had seen fit to 
bind him in building his road, he did not 
want any franchise at all, as he did not 
wish to lay his property liable to confisca­ 
tion. 
Dr. J. H. l’arkinson, in behalf of the Im ­ 
provement 
Association, 
addressed 
the 
Board in regard to the condition of the 
Thirty-first-street canal. 
He said it was 
bound lo be a veiv obnoxious thing in the 
sum m er time, when the waste from the 
brewery and slaughter house were being 
turned into it. and that it ought to be 
remedied in some m anner. 
He said he 
did not think it would he good policy to 
lay a pipe in the ditch, as some parties had 
suggested, as the fa!! was not near suffi­ 
cient; that it would am ount tg an enor­ 
mous sum to construct one large enough 
to carry off the large volum e of water the 
ditch carried in the w inter season. H e. 
recommended that a sewer be constructed 
on Twenty-fourth sireet from J to Y', 
which would follow the natural line of 
drainage, and be much cheaper in the end. 
City Engineer Bassett was called upon 
for bis opinion in regard to the matter, and 
just went at the sewer and drainage ques­ 
tion right and left. 
He said that there was 
no use’in trying to brick up or cover either 
the Seventeenth on the Thirty-firet-street 
canals. 
If it was done the heavy matter 
which would be carried into the sewers 
would soon settle, and pipes sufficiently 
large could not be flushed with all the 
water the W aterworks in this city could 
pum p into them . In regard to the con­ 
struction of a new sewer on Twenty-fourth 
street from J to Y’, Mr. Bassett 3aid he did 
not think it best—the city wanted sewerage 
right in its midst, and net out in the sub­ 
urbs. The drainage and sewerage of tbe 
city now was all patchwork, and he had 
plans which were alm ost prepared, by 
which he thought the city could go at the 
work systematically, a little at a time, and 
in tbe end have a very good system. 
He 
would subm it his plans in a few days. 
The question was then brought up as to 
where they would empty their sewers. 
Afler a while the people living in the 
vicinity of the lakes w hereihe canals now 
lead to would enjoin the city for carrying 
their sewage there. They would have to 
seek elsewhere. Mr. Bassett said all the 
m atter from the canals and sewers should 
be pumped directly into the river, as all the 
towns of any im portance on the river above 
this city emptied the contents of their sew­ 
ers into the river. 
Redding and Marysville 
did this, and he did not see why Sacra­ 
mento could not do the same with even 
more right, as there were no towns below 
this city that took their, drinking water 
from the river, while Sacramento had to 
with the two above mentioned cities emp­ 
tying their waste m atter into the stream. 
He thought there would be no com plaint 
excepting, perchance, from a few farmers, 
who could t>e easily fixed or bought off. 
Mayor Gregory said he did not think tbe 
city bad such a very bad drainage system 
a fu ra ll. The result of bad drainage was 
always sickness, and he was happy to say 
that there are less deaths in this city from 
feveis and such diseases as would arise 
from accumulation of foul matter, than any 
other city in the United States in propor­ 
tion to its size. 
Dr. Nichols sustained the 
Mayor in the m atter and said that Sacra­ 
mento was undoubtedly one of the most 
healthy cities that any one could live in. 
When sntall-pox was all over the State 
there were but three cases in this city. 
At Mayor Gregory's suggestion Mr. Bas­ 
sett was request “d to prepare plans for th _• 
best means of disposing of the Thirty-first 
street and Seventeenth street canal.
